Know ye are not inſenſible of the many faire 
Letters of Treaty which have iſſued from Js 
VN I} to both: Our Houſes: of Parliament, and the 
99 whe: light cffef they have produced, notwithſtand- 
=== ing they have been ſeconded with many vowes 
and reall proteſtations ; in which God and men are called for 
witneſſes, wherein We have ingaged the temporall and cter- 


doms happineſſe , eſtabliſhing the ſame flouriſhing Religion 
profeſſed in the tranquill dayesof Q. Er1zat rn, and con- 


firmed by:Qur-royall Father, likewife to maintain the Law, -- 


and Liberty of the Subjet, withthe juſt Priviledges of Par. 
liament, which inalbtheir-Petitions hath been required, and 
by Us graciouſly heard, granted, and not beleeved, but moſt 
unreaſonably ſuſpected : . What aQions or action of Ours 
' fromthe beginning of Our reigne till this preſent houre, 

ſhould urge ho cauſeof ſo inhumane and moſt impious a mil: 
beliefe, We are yet tolearne ; and fince (in all this rime of 
trouble) We could not be informed,it may be feared We can 
never be inſttuſted'; the ſtrange and difloyall cauſes which 
have forced Us, from: Our Throne of. Peace and (as We 
thought) Security , to appeare in hoſtile manner inthe bow- 
e!s of Our owne Kingdome, a man of common reaſon canngt 
cenſure to he Ours; fince he. muſt. conclude; that whoſoever 
hath. the viory, We are {ure-to-bethe-looſer.

t,, 2s farre, ſince We have no competitor : We. have proteſted 
- inthe word of a King, and called the ſearcher of all heartsto 
"record, that We intend not/the alteration of the trueprofeſ# 
ſed and eftabliſhed Proteſtant Religion , the Lawes of the 
Kingdome, the knowne Liberty of the SubjeR, the right and 
juſt priviledges of Parliament , and all this confirmed with 
ſuch imprecations as may urge beliefe in common men one 
toward another, although ſtrangers; and at the firſt{{ight, If 
this be granted , We would know for what other'canſe then 
the ſafety of Our endangered Perſon, and the prote&ion of 
Our SubjeRs, We have raiſed (with the love and free-will of 
Our hoy ). this neceſſary guard about Us, onely putting 
Our Selfe into-a poſture of defence againſt moſt imminent 
and active violence, and not (as ill pretences would inſtigate 
Our good Sabjeas) ro wage warre againſt Our Parliament, 
who had their becing what'they are from Our Prerogative , 
without whichthey had not been (or at leaſt not had a War- 
rant) for cominuance, ' Moreover, for the cleare underſtan. 
ding of Our reſolutions to maintaine peace, We may have 
the confidence and happineſfle to referre (againſt all maligni- 
| ty whatſoever) to Our former fixteene yeares reigne, (too 
long to difſemble Our nature) if in all this time We never 
cauſed the effuſion of one drop of bloud, it muſt needes be 
thought, that in Our riper judgement of government We 
ſhould never open ſuch iffuesas might drowne Us and Our 
Poſterity in them; but we are ſure to have no enemies, bur in 
the defence of the true Proteſtant Profeſſion, the right of the 
eſtabliſhed Lawes, and for the preſervation of peace; and 
| certainly all theſe muſt be all yours, as well as Our enemies. 
 Andto theend, that this preſent ipoſture wherein We are, 
\ ſhould not diſturbe you with the diſtempers of the times, the

which had been moſt irrationall, if We had ever intended to 
have uſed ſtrangers: And further you may perceive, than 
We receive none but ſuch as ſtand cleare in loyalty and Rex 
ligion , for which reaſon you ſee We have cauled the Oaths 
of Allegiance and Supremacy tobe giventhem , and for the 
revention of any innovated power over you, you ſhall have 
s with you to governe you and protec you in peace, and 
to relieve you againſt all oppreſſtons , for that (as We have 
formerly told you) muſt arife from ſome grear violation, 
(which We hope God will prevent) and not fromrthis for- 
ward preparation of Our Subjects : therefore let none of 
you be diſcouraged with vaine fearcs, if ſuch a Warre muſt

and ſuch (by the confidence of Our Perſon with-you)We aſ:- 
fure Our Selfe you are not. | 
The diſcontented people, whole lives are but a continuall 
rumour and faftion, have endeavoured to make Us and Our 
Army odious, by cafting many afperſions and calumnies up- 
on them, as T have received notice by aſſured intelligence, 
that you ſhould fallie out of your ſeverall quarters,to plunder 
and pillage the-houſes of knowne Proteſtants : We hope it 
is notſo/; and am the' rather confident, in that the relation 
{prung from thoſe who have taken liberty ro vent moſt un- 
becoming language againſt Our Owne Perſon ; notwithſtan-

ding We hold it moſt neceſſary to advertiſe you {fince your 
hoſtility is in a righteous and religious cauſe) that you uſe no 


finiſter ation , good cauſes never produce unrighteous cf. 
fe&ts, nor can truth be fortified with falſhood : Therefore 


We will and command you to march peaceably and quietly, 


as a defending party, not a provoking ; deſpoile no mans 
g00ds, not inthe leaſt degree : abuſe not their wives, or ſer- 
vants, or cattell, or what cble ſhall appertain to them, leſt you 
make a breach in the Law, and Liberty of the SubjeR , (the 
cauſe you ſtand to defend : } defraud no man whereſoever 


you are quartered, but give ſatisfaction for what you have, 
that you may not weare a vizor before truth, but ſeeme- like 


that truth-you ſerve under : doe not plunder or pillage under 
the pretence of Papiſts houſes, till there be notice given, that 
they may legally, not riotouſly be examined and detected : 
avoid vaine and raſh ſwearing,exceſlive drinking and effemi- 
nacy,{by ſome eſteemed the property of a Souldier ) but the 
ſhame and corruption of a good Chriſtian : be ſure you caſt 


an eye upon your cauſe, which invites you to a more ſancti- 


fied Rule avoid all inward quarrels, and felfe.deſtroying 
mutiny; let the feare of God,the preſervation of a good con- 
ſcience,the contemplation and exerciſe of truth and true Re- 


ligion be alwayes acceptable and received by you, that you 


may not feare the change of your mortality, fince you have 
Jeſle aſſurance to preſerve your lives now then ever you had, 
Officers, and you that have command, it ſhall become your 
charge ſo farre as in you lies, to ſee theſe obſervations main- 
rained, and be your ſelves the examples, and We doubr 
not bur in time the juſt God will dire and protec Us in all 
Our aRions, and bring Our weary labours to a good conclu- 
fionz when all Our ſadneſle ſhall be turned into joy, the ſub- 
ject poſleſſe his free liberty uncontrolled, and the Kingdome 
continue ina firme peace for ever.

Gentlemen, | | 
- Ou have heard thele D2ders read: Tis ponr part in your ſe= 
verall places to obſerve them exactly: The time cannot be long

I deſire to governe by the knowne Laws of the Land, and that the 
Liberty and Propriety of the SubjeR may be by them preſerved with 
the ſame care as my own juſt Rights: and if it pleaſe God by his bleCſ- 
ſing upon this Army raiſed for my neceſlary defence,to preſerve Mee 
from this Rebellion, I do folemnly,and faithfully promilſe,inthe fight 
- of God,to maintain the juſt Priviledges and Freedome of Parliament, 
and to governbythe known Laws of the Land, to myutmoſt power; 
and particularly to obſerve inviolably the Laws conſented to by Mee 
this Parliament. In the meane while, if this time of warre, and the 
great neceſiity and ſtreights I am now driven to, beget any violation 
of tho{e,I hope it ſhall'be imputed by God and Man tothe authors of 
this Warre,and not to Mee, who have ſo earneſtly laboured for the 
preſervation of the Peace ofthis Kingdome. 

WhenlT willingly faile in theſe particulars, I will expe& no Aid 
or relicfe from any man, or ProteRion from Heaven: Burt in this 
Reſolution I hope for the cheerfull aſſiſtance of all good men, 
and amconhident of Gods blefling. Ee ..
